Bonneville’s runaway victory over Moroni in 
the mile and a qnaMer owners’ handicap was 
the feature of the racing and incidentally set 
the ever ready scandal monger to talking. 
Moroni hsd beaten Benneville rather easily 
once before at a shorter distance over a slow 
track and with the weights much more in 
Bonneville’s favor than they were in this in- 
etance. 

Benneville had the reputation of being a non- 
etayer and also of not beirg able to run a bit 
in the mud, coLsequently everything con- 
sidered, Moroni seemed to have the fmith 
horse in a spot where be could probably beat 
him. The ring, with all its wisdom, sized up 
tbe situation just as tbe bettors did and pro- 
ceeded to take literties with Benneville, laying 
at one time 4 to 1 to win, 7 to 5 a place and 1 to 
2 to show. Moroni was quoted at 11 to 10 and 
evens, and a ton t f money was wagered on 
him. Bcuble Dummy was conceded to have a 
belter ci ance than Benneville and he was sec- 
ond choice at 2i to 1. Tbe race was tame. 
Benneville got off in tbe lead and simply tow- 
roped bis field. He wes always about three 
lengths clear of Moroni and eventually wen 
easing up by ten lengths. 

Hen y of Trastamare was backed for a "'good 
thing” in the second race and. delivered the 
goods in grand style. All kinds of prices were 
<|uoted agamt>i him at the outset of tbe betting, 
but so eager were tbo:e that knew about him to 
get their money on that the bookmakers became 
auspicious, and when ihe market settled 5 to 1 
was the highest price that any amount of money 
was wagered on him, and this quotation did not 
last long. Tbe tip spread like wildfire and go- 
ing to tbe post 2 to 1 was Henry of Trastamare’s 
price. That he was tbe ’'real thing” was evi- 
dent after the flist eighth bad been run. Mitchell 
took him right to the front and stayed there all 
the way 

Old David, after a long let up, was the natur- 
al favorite for this race, but he was not quite 
up to his best form and had to be contented 
with second place. 

Antiquary, tbe 9 to 5 favorite for tbe opening 
tbree-qaariers race, went to the post lame and 
came oat of the race almost a wreck. Antiq- 
uary never was any too sound and of late he 
has been favoring his crippled fore left arm 
more than evui b fore After warming np he 
showed signs of lameness and his owner tried 
to get him excused. The colt, however, when 
brought in front of tbe jadgea walked almost 
perfectly sound and consequently they conld 
not very well excuse him Mitchell got him off 
in front and he showed his usual amount of 
speed for about three furlongs and then be 
collapsed pnlliug up quite lame and evidently 
in great pain. Eva Wilson, well ridden by 
Blosa, won the race with ease. This filly was 
well backed. 

Harry Dcke had so much the be#t of tbe 
weights in the third race that on form it 
seemed at his mercy. He was a stanch favorite 
at 7 to 5, and won like be should have, off 
hy himself. Tbe gelding is a hard one to man- 
age at the post, and in one of his lunges he 
grabbed himself, iLllieting an ngly-looking 
wound, from which blood flowed freely. Peace, 
Fred Foster’s handsome Midlothian— Turmoil 
filly, was heavily backed to bsat Harry Dnke, 
bat she was badly messed about by McQnade 
4 md finished third. 

Jockey Vititoe had his first mount for some 



time on Lady Curzon in the fifth race, and, 
after getting off in front with the filly, he was 
never afterward bothered, winning with the 
greatest of ease. 

Chancery, long overdue, won tbe sixth race 
as easily as Lady Curson did the fifth. He was 
entered te be sold for $200 and J. H. Smith ran 
him up to $300 and got him. Smith finished 
second with Pat Garrett and thereby got tbe 
colt for $250. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

The stewards and judges at Oakland consid- 
ered the ways of the jockeys riding at that 
track, and as a result of their deliberations 
announced Wednesday that jockey McCloskey 
was ruled off for pulling Katie Gibbons. Jockey 
J. Brown was awarded a similar fate for not 
trying on Rio Chico October 18, and jockey 
Buchanan tbe same for dishonest rides on 
Rsioier and Alicia. Warning was also given 
that any one offering a j ckey money for in 
formation about his mounts or attempting to 
inflaence him would be ruled off. 

Colonel W. E. Applegate has sold out his 
breeding interests in the Oakwood farm to his 
partner, Charles McMeekin. He will not be in- 
terested in the breeding business any more. 

A query coacerning Domino’s running at 
Washington Park was incorrectly answered in 
yesterday’s issue of Daily Racing Form 
W hen a two-year-old in 1893 he won the Hyde 
Park Stakes at that track, and as a three-year- 
old ran unplaced in the American Derby of 
1894.
